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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-43 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17 , drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 118, subclass 715. 

II. Claims 18-48, drawn to a process, classified in class 427, subclass 248. 1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process such as etching. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Jennifer Taylor on September 4, 2003, a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 18- 
48. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 1-17 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR L17(i). 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure.

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed to a method. The examiner suggests 
amending the abstract to reflect same. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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It is noted that the claimed invention is directed solely to a method. The examiner 
suggests amending the title to reflect same. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 31, 33-34, 40-43, 46-47 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Dependent claims must depend 
from a previous claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 18-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sneh 

(6,200,893). Sneh discloses a method of depositing a metal on a substrate by atomic layer 



deposition by flowing a molecular gas bearing a metal to deposit a monolayer and flowing a 
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radical species into the chamber which reacts with the gas (col.3 lines 28-45). Titanium 
tetrachloride can be used (col. 10 line 3 1). The reference remains silent on metastable species. 
But in light of the definition provided in the applicant's specification, the examiner contends that 
metastable species is fairly taught. However, the reference fails to teach a reservoir and a 
disperser. 

It should be noted that the specification teaches that a reservoir holds the precursor and 
the disperser distributes it. The reference clearly teaches of using a precursor and supplying it 
(col. 6 lines 54-67), One skilled in the art would realize, for example, that the reference teaches 
of introducing a gas from a gas source as noted specifically in col.6 lines 62-63). It would have 
been obvious to utilize a reservoir to store the precursor and a disperser to distribute it given 
Sneh's teaching with the expectation of obtaining similar results. 

The limitations of claims 19-48 have been addressed above. 



Sneh 6,602,784 has been cited as relevant art. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 18-48 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-25 of U.S. Patent No. 6,458,416. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the use of a disperser is an obvious variation.
